Supporters  of  Iranian  President  Abolhassan  Bani- 
Sadr,  who  says  he  wants  an  early  end  to  the  U.S.  Em¬ 
bassy  hostage  crisis,  scored_new  gains  Monday  as 
Tehran  votes  were  counted  in  national  parliamentary 
elections.  The  conservative,  clergy-dominated 
Islamic  Republican  Party  still  held  an  overall  lead, 
however. 

First  returns  from  the  Iranian  capital,  which  will 
send  30  representatives  to  the  270-member  Parlia¬ 
ment,  showed  Bani-Sadr’s  followers  leading  in  seven 
districts  against  none  for  IRP  candidates. 

This  was  an  apparent  reversal  of  first  results  from 
the  provinces,  which  heavily  favored  the  IRP. 

With  more  than  half  the  returns  counted 
nationwide,  the  IRP  claimed  its  candidates  or  af¬ 
filiated  candidates  had  won  34  of  79  districts  where  a 
majority  had  been  declared.  Bani-Sadr  supporters 
won  16  seats,  not  counting  the  Tehran  districts. 


Earlier  reports  also  gave  two  seats  each  to  the  Kur¬ 
dish  Democratic  Party  and  to  Adm.  Ahmad 
Madani’s  National  Front,  and  one  to  former  Prime 
Minister  Mehdi  Bazargan’s  Freedom  Movement. 

Independent  candidates  won  21  of  the  declared 
seats  and  may  hold  the  balance  of  power  in  the  Ma¬ 
jlis,  or  Parliament.  Since  the  IRP  ran  only  153  can¬ 
didates,  just  17  more  than  needed  to  win  a  majority 
in  the  legislature,  clear  IRP  domination  of  the  Majlis 
may  be  difficult  to  achieve. 

In  about  75  districts,  no  one  attained  the  necessary 
majority,  meaning  there  will  be  a  runoff  between  the 
two  top  candidates  April  4.  The  IRP  claimed  its  can¬ 
didates  won  pluralities  in  about  half  those  districts. 

In  the  other  116  or  so  districts,  not  enough  votes 
had  been  counted  by  Monday  night  to  be  decisive. 

In  New  York,  the  U.N.  Security  Council  met 
behind  closed  doors  for  about  an  hour  to  hear 
Secretary-General  Kurt  Waldheim  report  on  U.N.  at¬ 
tempts  to  resolve  the  U.S. -Iran  crisis. 


A  five-man  U.N.  Commission  of  Inquiry  visited 
Tehran  for  17  days,  but  left  Iran  and  suspended  its 
activities  after  the  embassy  militants  barred  them 
from  visiting  the  hostages. 

In  the  Netherlands,  U.S.  lawyers  were  preparing 
for  Tuesday’s  scheduled  resumption  of  the  case 
against  Iran  in  the  International  Court  of  Justice  at 
The  Hague. 

The  court  issued  an  interim  order  Dec.  15  calling 
for  the  immediate  release  of  the  hostages,  but  the  Ira¬ 
nians  ignored  the  order.  As  with  the  earlier 
proceedings,  Iran  will  boycott  the  new  hearings,  a 
court  spokesman  said. 

Meanwhile,  the  Pentagon  reported  that  a  six-ship 
Navy  force  carrying  1,800  Marines  entered  the  Indian 
Ocean  on  Sunday,  raising  U.S.  naval  strength  there 
to  31  vessels.  The  buildup  began  after  the  Tehran 
Embassy  was  seized  last  Nov,  4.

After  a  judicial  restraining  order  and 
an  extension  of  that  order,  the  ASBYU 
final  elections  have  begun  at  last 

Voting  begins  officially  today  at  six 
locations  and  will  continue  until  4  p.m. 
Wednesday, 

Originally,  voting  was  scheduled  to 
begin  last  Wednesday,  but  because  of  a 
suit  filed  by  the  candidates  of  the 
Open  Door  political  party,  the  ASBYU 
supreme  court  issued  a  restraining  or¬ 
der  to  delay  the  elections  until  the 
court  could  reach  a  decision. 

Then,  because  another  suit  filed 
against  ASBYU  presidential  can- . 
didates  Jeff  Duke  and  Kevin  Fronk 
was  still  pending,  the  restraining  order 
was  extended  until  Monday. 

ASBYU  Elections  Chairman  Scott 


Higginson  could  have  begun  the  voting  . 
on  Monday,  but  decided  to  delay  open¬ 
ing  the  polls.  “We  felt  we’d  lost  enough 
momentum  by  the  Supreme  Court 
delays,  and  that  another  good,  full  day 
of  campaigning  was  necessary  to  help 
decrease  student  apathy  before  the 
voting  began,”  Higginson  said. 

“I  think  the  delays  in  the  elections 
have  caused  apathy  among  students 
but  we’re  still  hoping  for  10,000  voters 
in  the  final  elections,”  Lisa  Carmack, 
ASBYU  elections  committee  worker 
said. 

Miss  Carmack  said  she  feels  it’s  im¬ 
portant  for  students  to  vote  in  the  elec¬ 
tions.  “In  order  for  ASBYU  officials  to 
carry  out  the  students’  wishes  while  in 
office,  it’s  necessary  for  them  to  have 
support  from  the  studentbody.  Getting 


involved  in  the  election  process  is  part 
of  this  support.”  • 

“The  more  students  become  in¬ 
volved  in  the  elections,  the  more  fully 
the  studentbody  officers  will  be  able  to 
represent  the  students  at  BYU.”

Carter’s  budget  debut 
receives  sharp  criticism 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Carter’s  revised 
budget  got  a  rough  reception  at  its  Monday  debut  in  Con¬ 
gress  while  Carter  told  city  officials  stern  measures  are  es¬ 
sential  in  the  nation’s  “first  real  belt-tightening  since  World 
War  II.” 

The  new  Carter  program  was  received  with  disappoint¬ 
ment  in  financial  markets  Monday.  The  Dow  Jones  closing 
average  of  30  industrial  stocks  fell  23.04  points  and  closed  at 
788.65,  the  sharpest  one-day  drop  of  the  year. 

Analysts  said  investors  apparently  feared  the  Carter 
program  would  hasten  an  economic  recession. 

Sen.  William  Proxmire,  chairman  of  the  Senate  Banking 
Committee,  took  advantage  of  an  appearance  by  Alfred 
Kahn,  the  president’s  chief  inflation  adviser,  to  criticize  the 
Carter  program. 

“It  is  weaker  than  I  had  hoped  or  expected,”  Proxmire 
said. 

He  also  said  it  was  “unforgivable  and  wrong”  for  Carter  to 
delay  details  of  his  budget  cuts  until  after  the  New  York, 
primary  election  later  this  month. 


“Nobody’s  waiting  for  anything,”  White  House  press 
secretary  Jody  Powell  said  of  Proxmire’s  contention  that 
budget-cutting  details  were  being  withheld  intentionally. 
“That  allegation  just  won’t  hold  water  with  anyone  who  is 
familiar  with  the  budget  process.” 

Kahn,  who  defended  Carter’s  revised  budget  proposal 
before  the  Banking  Committee,  said  he  was  not  privy  to 
political  decisions  in  the  White  House.  However,  he  said  he 
accepted  the  contention  by  other  officials  that  a  detailed 
proposal  would  not  be  ready  before  the  end  of  the  month. 

Proxmire  said  despite  the  attention  given  the  $13  billion 
in  cuts  from  Carter’s  original  version  of  the  1981  federal 
budget,  the  reductions  announced  Friday  will  have  little 
significance  in  the  national  fight  against  inflation. 

Carter  said  Friday  he  would  balance  the  fiscal  1981 
budget  as  part  of  an  intensified  struggle  against  inflation. 
An  annual  inflation  rate  of  18  percent  was  reported  in 
January.  The  inflation  rate  exceeded  13  percent  in  1979.

These  letters  are  totally  illegal,  he 
said,  but  investigating  them  is  like 
“opening  a  feather  pillow,  throwing  it 
to  the  wind,  and  then  trying  to  gather 
them  up  again.” 

“The  law  is  very  clear  on  pyramid- 
type  letters,”  said  Bradford,  “Par¬ 
ticipation  in  these  schemes,  and  this 
includes  sending  them,  is  a  class  A 
misdemeanor,  which  carries  a  $1,000 
fine  and  up  to.  a  year  in  the  county 
jail.” 


The  way  the  scheme  works  is  the 
person  sends  out  20  letters,  those  20 
move  the  first  person’s  name  up  the 
list  to  number  three  and  their  own, 
they  in  turn  send  the  letters  to  20  peo¬ 
ple  and  they  send  it  to  20  other  people. 

By  the  time  the  letter  has  changed 
hands  three  times,  8,000  people  have 
theoretically  received  a  letter.  If  each 
one  sends  $1  to  the  name  on  the  top  of 
the  list,  a  total  of  $8,000  will  be  mailed 
to  the  originator. 

It  sounds  as  if  you  can’t  lose,  but  you 
can  —  somebody  ultimately  will,  said 
Provo  Police  Lt.  Bud  Gillman. 


Women  swap  surgery 
in  rare  hospital  mixup 


PHILADELPHIA  (AP)  —  Two 
women  were  wheeled  into  surgery  at 
Graduate  Hospital,  but,  through  a 
once-in-a-million  mixup,  each  one  got 
the  operation  that  was  intended  for  the 
other,  hospital  officials  confirmed 
Monday. 

One  woman  who  checked  in  with  a 
ruptured  disc  had  part  of  a  neck 
thyroid  gland  removed,  while  the  other 
patient  who  had  the  thyroid  problem 
got  the  cervical  laminectomy  at  the 
back  of  her  head. 

Hospital  officials  refused  to  say 
whether  the  unnecessary  surgery 
would  affect  the  future  health  of  either 
patient.  They  said  the  mistake  was 
“embarrassing”  and  “horribly  regret¬ 
ful.” 

Murray  Levin,  a  member  of  the 
hospital  board,  added  “luckily  both 
patients  are  in  good  condition  and  the 
patients  are  understanding  of  what 
happened.” 


Virginia  Edmonson,  54,  had  the 
back  of  her  head  shaved  for  the 
laminectomy,  but  instead  she  is  now 
recovering  from  the  thyroid  operation 
with  the  bandage  on  the  front  part  of 
her  neck,  the  husband  said. 

Annie  Robinson,  50,  who  was  to  have 
had  the  parathyroid  gland  removed, 
reportedly  received  surgery  on  the 
back  of  her  neck.  But  hospital  officials 
refused  to  say  what  was  actually  done 
to  her. 

Both  women  were  shielded  by  the 
hospital  from  inquiring  reporters,  and 
their  telephone  calls  were  being 
monitored. 

James  R.  Neely,  president  of  the 
Hospital  Association  of  Pennsylvania, 
said  it  was  “a  million  to  one  oc¬ 
currence”  and  “is  an  unfortunate  em¬ 
barrassment  to  a  first-class  institu¬ 
tion.”

Others  may  boycott  Olympics 


GENEVA,  Switzerland  —  Major  sporting  na¬ 
tions  are  ready  to  join  the  United  States  and 
Britain  in  a  boycott  of  the  Summer  Olympics  in 
Moscow,  British  and  American .  officials  claimed 
Monday  night. 

The  officials  are  joint  organizers  of  a  two-day 
meeting  here  to  discuss  alternative  games  to  the 
Olympics.  They  said  it  had  “become  clear”  during 
the  talks  that  proposals  for  a  boycott  were  gather¬ 
ing  momentum  even  if  the  governments  concerned 
had  not  yet  made  their  positions  public. 

Douglas  Hurd,  British  minister  of  state,  spoke  to 
a  news  conference  after  the  first  day  of  the  meeting 
called  by  Britain,  the  United  States  and  Australia 
and  attended  also  by  delegates  from  nine  other 
countries.  He  said  that  “major  sporting  countries” 
could  follow  the  U.S.  initiative. 

Stressing  that  the  quality  of  the  Games  would  be 
downgraded  if  the  United  States  does  not  take 
part,  Hurd  commented,  “We  believe  there  is  likely 
to  be  a  growing  interest  in  the  possibility  of  other 
highlevel  games.”

Britons  track  mysterious  noise 


LONDON  —  Environmentalists  will  conduct  an 
all  night  stalk  next  month  seeking  the  source  of  the 
“Bristol  Hum,”  a  mystery  noise  that  has  puzzled 
and  infuriated  residents  of  this  southwest  England 
port  for  two  years  and  defeated  those  trying  to 
track  it  down. 

It  has  meant  sleepless  nights  for  dwellers  in  three 
or  four  scattered  parts  of  the  city,  120  miles 
southwest  of  London. 


In  a  statement  submitted  to  Circuit  Judge 
Wallace  Jopling  Friday,  Donahue  said  he  discussed 
the  Bundy  case  with  LaScola  shortly  after  Bundy 
was  convicted  of  murdering  12-year-old  Kimberly 
Diane  Leach  of  Lake  City  in  early  1978. 

A  jury  found  the  33-year-old  former  law  student 
from  Tacoma,  Wash.,  guilty  on  Feb.  7  and  Judge 
Jopling  sentenced  him  to  the  electric  chair.  He  also 
has  been  sentenced  to  death  for  murdering  two 
Florida  State  University  sorority  sisters.

STOCKHOLM,  Sweden  —  Sweden’s  voters, 
with  Three  Mile  Island  on  their  minds,  will  decide 
March  23  whether  the  country’s  half-completed  12 
plant  nuclear  power  project  should  be  finished  or 
scrapped.  The  referendum  has  divided  the  people 
and  their  political  parties  and  sparked  a  mud- 
slinging  media  war. 

Sweden  began  its  construction  program  just  five 
years  ago  but  already  has  six  plants  in  operation 
and  the  other  six  completed  or  partially  built.

Write-in  candidates  have 
interesting  BYU  history 


Though  seldom  victorious,  write- 
in  candidates  continue  to  compete 
for  ASBYU  offices. 

Three  presidential-vice 
presidential  teams  are  running  as 
\Vrite-ins  this  year.  They  include 
the  George  Naegle-Dan  Portwood 
team;  the  Don  Sterling-Blake 
Rooney  team;  and  the  Dave 
Litster-Kim  Cox  incumbant  team. 

It  is  difficult  to  win  a  campaign 
at  BYU  as  a  write-in  but  not  un¬ 
heard  of.  Brian  Walton,  who  ran  as 
a  write-in  candidate  in  1970,  was 
successful  in  his  bid  for  the 
ASBYU  presidency. 

However,  it  was  not  an  easy  vic¬ 
tory  for  Walton.  On  the  morning  of 
the  final  day  of  elections  Walton 
was  disqualified  by  the  elections 
committee  for  17  elections  viola¬ 
tions.  Walton  appealed  the  com¬ 
mittee’s  decision  to  the  ASBYU' 
Supreme  Court  and  while  they 
were  in  the  process  of  making  a 
decision  the  final  count  of  the  elec¬ 
tions  for  president  was  not 
released. 

On  April  22,  the  court  upheld 
Walton’s  appeal  and  called  for  a 
new  election.  The  following  day, 
however,  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  postponed  the  elections 
so  he  could  conduct  a  special  in¬ 
vestigation  of  the  situation. 

On  April  27,  Wilkinson  turned 
the  investigation  back  to  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court  saying,  “It 
is  best  that  students  handle  their 
own  election.” 

A  May  11  edition  of  The  Daily 
Universe  said  the  elections  would 
be  held  that  week.  The  story  also 
revealed  the  fact  that  one  of  the 
charges  against  Walton,  which  had 
previously  been  subdued,  was  for 
shoplifting  in  the  BYU  Bookstore 
on  Dec.  13,  1969.  The  official  from 
the  Office  of  University  Standards 
who  investigated  the  case,  gave 
Walton  aft  official  reprimand.” 

In  a  written  statement  the  of¬ 
ficial  said,  “I  felt  convinced  that 


his  (Walton’s)  integrity  was  such 
that  upon  thinking  it  through 
further  he  would  have  returned  and 
paid  for  the  merchandise.” 

On  May  18,  1970  Brian  Walton 
won  the  election  for  ASBYU  presi¬ 
dent  by  350  votes. 

In  the  election  of  student  body 
officers  at  The  University  of  Utah 
this  year  the  Kevin  Pearson-John 
Rees,  presidential-vice  presidential 
team  won  as  write-in  candidates. 

According  to  Troy  Dambosio, 
chairman  of  the  review  and  ap¬ 
pointments  committee  of  the 
ASUU  assembly,  write-ins  have 
won  at  Utah  in  four  of  the  past 
seven  elections.  “Students  here  are 
apathetic  about  student  govern¬ 
ment,”  he  said.  “The  novelty  of  a 
write-in  seems  to  attract  their  at¬ 
tention.” 

Scott  Higginson,  ASBYU  elec¬ 
tion  chairman,  said,  “The  new 
computer  ballots  make  it  even 
more  difficult  for  a  write-in  can¬ 
didate  to  win  because  the  students 
have  to  ask  for  a  special  ballot.” 

“Litster  and  Cox  entering  the 
race  makes  it  a  lot  more  in¬ 
teresting,”  he  added.  “I  think  we’ll 
have  to  print  more  write-in  ballots 
than  we  had  planned.  It’s  going  to 
be  close.” 

Some  of  the  write-in  candidates 
had  the  following  comments  con¬ 
cerning  their  chances  in  the  up¬ 
coming  election. 

Portwood  said,  “We  probably 
have  a  slim  chance  of  winning 
because  of  student  apathy  due  to 
poor  performance  in  the  past  by 
ASBYU.” 

Rooney  said,  “A  lot  of  students 
expressed  a  desire  for  a  third  team. 
We  lost  by  just  60  votes  in  the 
primaries  and  feel  that  our  chances 
are  good.” 

Incumbant  Cox  said,  “The 
response  we’ve  gotten  has  been  ex¬ 
tremely  positive.  The  fact  that  we 
were  able  to  come  up  with  a  cam¬ 
paign  over  night  is  indicative  of 
that.”

The  BYU  soccer  team  continued 
their  winning  ways  over  the  weekend 
as  they  easily  defeated  the  BYU 
Alumni  team,  6-0,  and  a  more  ex¬ 
perienced  club  team  from  Salt  Lake 
City,  Panworld,  2-1.

ASBYU  Athletics 
Vice-President 


Much  of  the  success  and  progress  made  in  the  Athletics  Office  this  year  is  due  to 
the  efforts  of  Wade  Rasmussen,  former  Athletics  Vice  President.  Together  Wade  and  I 
have  tried  to  fulfill  the  promises  he  made  at  election  and  implement  these  and  other 
new  ideas  and  programs.  We  would  especially  like  to  thank  our  staff  for  their 
dedicated  service  and  friendship. 

Highlighting  the  Spring  semester  we  sponsored  the  Spring  Baskketball  Tourna¬ 
ment.  This  year  the  turnout  was  greater  than  we  have  ever  had  in  the  past.  We  had 
more  teams  participate  and  greater  enthusiasm  generated  by  the  students  than  in  pre¬ 
vious  years. 

This  year's  Y-Day  was  an  overwhelming  success  despite  the  fact  that  environ¬ 
mental  regulations  prohibited  the  traditional  white-washing  of  the  "Y".  This  year,  6,000 
participated  in  a  Y-Day  celebration  at  Kiwanis  Park,  which  was  preceded  by  a  com¬ 
munity  service  project.  The  project  involved  a  joint  effort  between  the  city  of  Provo 
and  the  BYU  student  body.  The  students  cleaned  up  the  BYU  diagonal  and  were  able 
to  mingle  and  become  better  acquainted  with  the  citizens  of  Provo.

2.  We  promise  election  reform. 

The  quality  of  student  body  elections  is  a  disgrace  to  BYU’s  good  name.  We  will 
amend  election  By-laws  to  discourage  obnoxious  campaign  tactics  to  promote  issue 
development.  We  will  institute  a  special,  independent  prosecutor’s  office  to  swiftly 
-  and  impartially  —  enforce  the  campaign  rules. 

3.  We  will  change  the  form  of  student  government. 

ASBYU’s  unresponsiveness  to  student  needs  is  not  the  fault  of  the  people  we  elect. 
Nor  can  it  be  corrected  by  promises  to  "listen  to  the  student  voice.”  It  is  the  fault 
-  of  the  structure  of  ASBYU  itself.  Most  universities  have  a  "Student  House  of  Repre-. 
senjtatives”  containing  40  to  50  unpaid  students  who  make  decisions,  and  a  paid 
bureaucracy  (the  Executive  Council)  to  carry  them  out.  All  ASBYU  has  is  the 
bureaucracy.  We  promise  to  present  to  the  student  body  constitutional  changes  to 
establish  a  "student  representative"  form  of  government.  . 

4.  We  promise  judiciary  reform. 

We  don’t  need  to  pay  the  judiciary.  We  needto  simplify  the  system,  appoint  judges 
carefully,  and  swiftly  remove  those  who  abuse  their  power. 


CAN  WE  DELIVER? 


Yes.  We  are  already  observing  the  kind  of  campaign  rules  we  would' like  to  encourage 
others  to  follow,  and  we  have  ready,  and  available  for  inspection,  a  draft  of  a  new  constitu¬ 
tion,  judiciary  By-laws,  and  campaign  By-laws.

Canadian  businessman  Kenneth  L.  Cutts  says  Canada's  potential  "spans 
far  to  the  horizon."  He  also  discussed  many  of  the  problems  facing  the 
country  today,  but  predicted  that  unity  and  strength  will  result  from  in¬ 
ternal  struggles. 


so  disappointed  in  their  country,  a  Canadian 
businessman  said  at  Monday’s  brown-bag  discus¬ 
sion. 

Kenneth  L.  Cutts,  president  of  Fort  Garry  Trust 
Co.  in  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  outlined  the  great  poten¬ 
tial  of  his  country  and  problems  between  French 
Quebec  and  English-speaking  Canada. 

Cutts  also  described  Canada’s  feelings  about  help¬ 
ing  the  Americans  held  hostage  in  Iran  saying  Cana¬ 
dians’  “chests  stuck  out  quite  a  bit”  when  the  United 
States  patted  them  on  the  back  for  helping  six 
Americans  to  safety  at  one  stage  of  the  Iranian 
hostage  crisis. 

Cutts  said  Canada  needs  Quebec  and  Quebec 
Canada,  but  people  are  not  logical  when  they  con¬ 
sider  the  matter.  But  despite  its  problems,  Cutts 
said,  Canada’s  possibilities  and  limits  “span  far  to 
the  horizon.” 

“If  Quebec  were  to  get  out  of  Canada  it  would  ruin 
them;  just  looking  at  the  balance  sheet  shows  they 
need  to  be  together,  but  people  don’t  think  logically,” 
he  said. 

“The  danger  is  that  Canadians  pursue  their  own 
local  interests  and  identities  and  they  are  on  a  colli¬ 
sion  course  with  other  Canadian  interests.  I  attribute 
many  of  Canada’s  problems  to  growing  pains.  You 
won’t  see  nationalism  in  Canada  like  you  see  it  in 
America.  People  just  don’t  know  where  they  fit  in,” 
Cutts  said. 

Canada  is  unusual  because  it  has  two  official 
languages  —  French  and  English.  For  years,  English 
speakers  have  looked  with  distaste  upon  the  French, 
Cutts  said. 

“Canada  needs  to  learn  to  draw  upon  both  cultures 
and  languages,”  he  said.  “I  am  convinced  that  will 
emerge  in  time,  creating  a  strong  and  vibrant 
Canada.” 

Cutts  explained  that  government  and  executive  of¬ 
fices  funded  with  government  tax  money  are  required 
to  hire  a  fixed  quota  of  French-speaking  citizens.  One 
Canadian  student  asked  Cutts  why  citizens  should 
support,  with  their  taxes,  traffic  signs  in  both  French 
and  English  as  well  as  other  costly  dual  systems  used 
in  Canada. 

“If  power  was  in  just  one  system  it  would  cause  a 
probem,”  Cutts  said.  “We’re  not  robbing  when  we 
take  from  one  group.  Instead  we  are  building.” 

Cutts  will  speak  in  215  MCKB  today  at  2  p.m.  con¬ 
cerning  career  opportunities  in  Canada  for  those 
interested.
